April Swapmeet Notes Don Resor III, N6KAW 


The W6TRW Swapmeet problems are being solved, one at a 
time, The new management strategy is working out well. 
We are well on our way to having the W6TRW Swapmeet under 
control once again! The strategic plan went as follows: 
At 4:15 AM I arrived at the sellers lot to find that 
eleven vehicles were parked in the lot and a few were 
setting up. At 4:40 AM TRW Security arrived to assist in 
clearing the parking lot. Security instructed those 
individuals to vacate the premises to another site not on 
TRW property as instructed by the TRW Legal Department, 
and by the instruction of myself. All entrances to the 
TRW facility were blocked off and those who ask what was 
going on were told that no one would be permitted to 
enter until 6:00 AM, At that time all of the W6TRW 
Swapmeet staff had arrived and had been given 
instructions and assigned places. Vehicles were screened 
by Security at the East and Southeast entrances and 
sellers were directed toward the screening staff, buyers 
to the other parking lots. Sellers were screened in the 
following manner: 


1, Sellers were asked what they had for sale that day. 


2, Screeners then asked to look at the items for sale 
before allowing the seller into the lot. 


3 Sellers were asked if they were representing a 
commercial venture, or do they represent a private 
business. 


4, If Swapmeet policy was met to the satisfaction of the 
screener, the seller was given a pass to enter 
sellers lot and instructed to enter at the East 
entrance, 


5. If swapmeet policy was not met to the satisfaction 
screener, the seller was denied entrance and given a 
copy of the Swapmeet Rules/Policy form, the 
definition of a commercial seller and a sheet from 
the TRW Legal Department on the policy of TRW/SEA and 
the professions codes.

The following comes from the Monterey Park ARC 5 by 9 who 
got it from the SGVRC Loudspeaker. The Department of 
Defense supported the ARRL initiated request for relief 
from antenna ordinances with the following statement, 
"The Department of Defense shares ARRL's concern over the 
proliferation of ‘anti-ham' zoning ordinances." The 
comment goes on to say, "Continued success of the 
existing (national security emergency preparedness) 
telecommunications plans involving amateur stations would 
be severly diminished if state and local ordinances are 
allowed to prohibit the construction of, and usage of 
effective amateur transmission facilities." 

I figured that this should get into print so that 
everyone will have access to it and understand from now 
on which weekend in June Field Day will be held. From 
the ARRL Field Forum..."Field Day 1985 is on June 22-23, 
the fourth full weekend of the month. There is some 
confusion over the dates because this year there happens 
to be five full weekends in June, For the past 11 years, 
the fourth weekend was also the last weekend of June. 
Field Day wwill be held, as always, on the fourth weekend 
of June, the 22nd and 23rd."

So if you thought that you might put off until 
next month volunteering for something - anything, no 
matter how small - do it now!!!

The FCC has adopted an Order, released March 29, 1985, 
which clarifies Part 97.7, Privileges of Operator 
Licenses, The previous 97.7 did not list the specific 
subbands allocated to each amateur license class, There 
are other changes which bring the section up to date with 
WARC Emission Designations and ITU regional allocations. 
The change is quite extensive and takes up three pages in 
the W5YI Report of April 15, 1985. If you are interested 
I suggest you check out that copy of the WSYI Report from 
the Club Library or get a copy of the FCC Order.

Amateur Emergency Communications During Emergencies 
The Palomar ARC, In 


We haven''t had to handle mass emergency communications 
for any problem in north county. A couple of locals d 
have the experience of taking thousands of messages fro. 
Red Cross Evacuation Centers during the San Fernando 
Valley Earthquake. It was done on MARS frequencies 
because MARS was set up to handle high volume message 
traffic on RTTY. In two days time 3000 to 4000 messages 
were received, re-cut, and retransmitted into MARS 
networks to stations all over the world, Emergency RTTY 
stations were set up at the evac centers. Traffic was 
taken from the evacuees, put onto 2 M FM, received in 
Vista, CA, and retransmitted into the MARS traffic 
networks, Amateur voice and CW networks could not handle 
the volume of health and welfare traffic which poured out 
of the evac centers, MARS could, using RITY. 

With increasing warnings of a Richter Scale 8+ quake, we 
better get hot and develope our RTTY, ASCII, and packet 
traffic capabilities. Will you be ready? I hope the 
Club, with its members and its repeaters and other 
resources, is ready, Let's get on with it - including 
RTTY, ASCII traffic nets using standard ARRL Imessage 
format and good net practices. Our Section Emergency 
Coordinator, Art Smith, W6INI, is making plans along 
these lines, We can work to support those plans.

It is reprinted here as I felt that it had a message for 
all of us, especially those involved in RACES or ARES, 
Will you be able to operate at all let alone effectively 
during a major disaster?

After the Theft of My "Jimmy" Dale Jensen, K6ZTI 


I had every intention of getting the ARRL insurance, but 
1 kept putting off as I couldn't prioritize the time to 
‘pe up an inventory of all my equipment. Then it 
appened, I had to go to a meeting in E2 at 2:00 PM ona 
Wednesday. I decided to drive as it was quite a distance 
from building 75, I got parked at 1:50 PM after driving 
up and down the aisles looking for a parking spot, then 
went into the building to "jaw" with my friends. After 
the meeting, I came out of the building at 3:10 PM and 
started looking for my truck, Several times before I had 
the experience of not seeing the truck right away as 
sometimes it might be hidden behind a van or camper. I 
checked the whole lot, It wasn't there (**sob sob**), I 
notified Security (the company wants you to notify 
Security prior to notifying the local police) and that 
was a mess. The receptionist in E2 insisted on calling 
the regular phone number for Security instead of the 
emergency number. It was busy due to shift change time. 
Finally, she called the emergency number, but the 
emergency operator didn't consider my situation an 
emergency and wouldn't take my report. I said "Look, all 
your regular lines are busy!" She said "We'll free up a 
line." and hung up. After three more dialings I got 
through, I talked to a Sargeant and he seemed anxious to 
help me. He took down the important descriptive details 
and immediately notified the Redondo Beach Police who put 
the information out on the South Bay area police 
frequencies, The Sargeant then drove to E2 and got the 
rest of the details. In 45 minutes, a Redondo Beach 
Police unit arrived and I gave him the details again. 
They asked for peculiarities about the vehicle, such as 
wide tires, color, etc., that would help with spotting 
and finding the truck, 

Soon afterward, I started making a list of all the 
ersonal belongings that were left in my truck. 
rtunately, I had taken all of my handheld radios out of 

the truck because I had just taken it into the shop for 
service. The ham radio items left in the truck were 
mobile antennas (80-20 meters, 2 meter, 220 & 450 MHz) as 
well as my 2 meter booster amp and both handheld speaker 
mikes, There was a lot of other stuff, such as my 
favorite hiking boots and my prescription bifocal 
polariod sunglasses, etc. 

Here is a list of things you should know if you have a 

theft in the TRW parking lots: 

1, The operator MUST take a report on the emergency 

number since a felony has been committed. Be sure the 

operator understands this. This information came from 
the TRW sargeant who took the report. 

2. Both the TRW Security and the Redondo Beach Police 

said that vehicle alarms aren't much good. Nobody pays 

attention to them. You yourself, I am sure, have 
observed false alarms going off in parking lots. Do YOU 
do anything? 

3. An augmentation to the alarm might be to incorporate 

a "kill switch" that will prevent the vehicle from being 

started, driven, or driven very far until reset. Putting 

this augmentation in yourself may foil the professional 
thief who knows the "store bought" systems, 

4, Then there is the ultimate and what I well may do. 

Paint my call letters on top of my vehicle in large 

characters like is done on police cars and buses. Makes 

the vehicle easy to spot from the air. Of course, I will 
have a large truck type vehicle, so this printing would 
not be visible to the passerby. AND ~ - put a 2 meter 
homing beacon triggered by an attempted break-in. If 

they succeed in getting your vehicle, just get your 2 
ter buddies and say "want to have a T-hunt?" After you 
vot the vehicle, call the police to make the arrest. 

The L.A. County Sheriffs have a repeater at 145.30 MHz (- 

.600) that will get action in a hurry. The repeater is 

monitored during working hours for this type of 

assistance. 


5. I£ you locate your vehicle after it has been reported 
stolen, DO NOT get in it and drive away. You may be 
arrested for driving a stolen vehicle. Nasty matter - — 
handcuffs, a free ride in a patrol car, and all! 

Believe me, it is much better to make out an inventory 
for the ARRL insurance than trying to make a claim for 
that which you hopefully can remember with the insurance 
company. I am now doing both! I was lucky as normally 
all my handhelds are kept in the vehicle. 

I don't know what will be done about my "ham plates." I 
would guess the DMV will take the position that since the 
plates are already issued, I can't get another set with 
the same call sign. 


NASA Backs Off on Ham in Space Effort WSYT Report. 
While the Tony England, WOORE, and John-David Bartowe, 
W4NTZ, amateur radio in space mission is still on, it has 
been drastically scaled back! Lift off is scheduled for 
between the ninth and fifteenth fo July. 

The Johnson Space Center really only got the "go ahead" 
allowing them to carry amateur radio aboard the 51F 
shuttle mission last month, Previous to that, there was 
considerable controversy as to who would pay the 
necessary $65,000 "integration cost." At the last 
moment, NASA/Washington approved radio equipment to be 
incorporated into the spacecraft environment. 

During late March, Astronauts Dr, Tony England and Owen 
Garriott, WSLFL, called on NASA's Payload Integration 
Manager at JSC, While Garriott will not take part in the 
51F spaceflight, he is very interested, of course, in the 
ham radio aspects of the flight. Garriott is himself due 
to go back in space next year. 

They were advised that there were no orbiter 
modifications planned whatsoever to accommodate amateur 
radio equipment and that any modifications would have to 
be paid for. The cost is prohibitive to the amateur 
community. It had been tentatively planned to house a 
ten meter antenna in the payload bay. With this not 
possible, the slow-scan experiment on ten meters had to 
be scrapped as well as the two meter to ten ‘meter 
automatic repeat mode, 

It has been decided that the same window antena that was 
flown on the Garriott WSLFL STS-9 mission will be used. 
The amateur radio modes that will be available to England 
and Bartowe will be the handheld tranceiver 
transmit/receive mode that Garriott used plus a slow-scan 
television downlink only on two meters. The equipment 
will be a donated Robot Research Video Tranceiver plus 
the Motorola talkie that Garriott used on STS-9, 
Transmitted will either be spacecraft video, pictures 
taken with an on-board TV camera or a still "logo" of 
some type, Bartowe, a civilian payload specialist, has 
said that he will participate in the ham effort in any 
way he can. 

AMSAT is still working on determining which two meter 
frequencies will be used for the slow-scan effort. 
Options are being considered by the hams at NASA on how 
to improve the amateur radio experiments on board the 
England flight now that a ten meter antenna will not be 
available. 

Even the two meter ham operation will be very limited due 
to time and space constraints. It is unknown just how 
much operating time Tony will get since the window that 
houses the amateur antenna must be shared with other 
shuttle experiments. 

Tony will not be having a lot of general amateur 


contacts. He will instead focus on communications with 
clubs and schools. This is being coordinated by the 
ARRL, 


A firm flight plan will be available in May. At that 
time, Tony will be able to schedule his ham operating 
time. Iwas also told that Roy Neal, K6DUE, of NBC News 
was doing a good job working behind the scenes on the 51F 
ham radio in space effort. 


The Origin of "73" 


It is pure coincidence that this article appears just 
after I happened to ask a few club members about the 
origin of "73" and "88", The article, which was taken 
from the Southern Counties Amateur Teleprinter Society 
Scatter, who got it from other sources, still does not 
explain why a 7 and a 3 and not some other numbers and/or 
letters. 


The traditional expression "73" goes right back to the 
begining of the landline telegraph days. It is found in 
some of the earliest editions of the numerical codes, 
each with a different definition, but each with the same 
idea in mind - it indicated that the end, or signature 
was coming up. But there is no data to prove that any of 
these were used, 

The first authentic use of 73 is in the publication of 
the National Telegraphic Review and Operator's Guide, 
first published in April, 1857, At that time,73 meant 
"My love to you.” Succeeding issues of this publication 
continued to use this definition of the term, 

Curiously enough, some of the other numerals used then 
had the same definition aas they have now, but within a 
short time, the use of 73 began to change, 

In the National Telegraph Convention, the numeral was 
changed from the Valentine-type sentiment to a vague sign 
of fraternalism. Here, 73 was a greeting, a friendly 
“yord" between operators and it was so used on all wires, 
In 1859, the Western Union Company set up the standard 
"92 Code." A list of numerals from 1 to 92 was compiled 
to indicate a series of prepared phrases for use by 
operators on the wires, Here, in the 92 Code, 73 changes 
from a fraternal sign to a very flowery "accept my 
compliments", which was in keeping with the florid 
language of that era, 

Over the years from 1859 to 1900, the many manuals of 
telegraphy show variations of this meaning. Dodge's The 
Telegraph Instructor shows it merely as "compliments." 
The Twentieth Century Manual of Railway and Commercial 
Telegraphy defines it two ways, one listing as “my 
compliments to you"; but in the glossary of abbreviations 
it is merely "compliments." Theodore A, Edison's 
Telegraphy Self-Taught shows a return to “accept my 
compliments." By 1908 however, a later edition of the 
Dodge Manual gives us today's definition of "best 
regards" with a backward look and the colder meaning in 
another part of the work where it also lists it as 
“compliments.” 

"Best regards" has remained ever since as the "put it 
down in black and white meaning of 73 but it has 
acquired overtones of much warmer meaning. Today, 
amateurs use it more in the manner that James Reid had 
intended that it be used - a "friendly word between 
operators."

How to Repair _an Electronic Instrument 


1. Approach the ailing instrument in a confident manner. 
This will give the instrument the (often mistaken) idea 
that you know something. This will also impress anyone 
> happens to be looking, and if the.instrument should 
denly start working, you will be credited with its 
repair. If this step fails to work, proceed to step two 
2. Wave the handbook at the instrument, This will make 
the instrument assume that you are at least somewhat 
familiar with the sources of knowledge. Should this step 
fail to work, proceed to step three. 
3. Ina forcible manner, recite Ohm's Law to the 
instrument, (Before taking this step, refer to some 
reliable handbook and be sure of your knowledge of Ohm's 
Law.) This will prove to the instrument beyond a shadow 
of a doubtthat you do know something. This is a drastic 
step and should be attempted only after the first two 
steps fail, 
4, Jar the instrument slightly. This may require 
anything from a three to six foot drop, preferably on a 
concrete floor, However, you must be careful with this 
step because, while jarring is an approved method of 
repair, we must not mar the floor, Again, this is a 
drastic step, and if it fails there si nothing to do but 
to proceed to step five. 
5, Add a resistor and capacitor, This will prove to the 
instrument that you are familiar with instrument design. 
Also this step will give the instrument and added load to 
carry and will thereby increase your advantage. Should 
these five steps fail to work, you must proceed to the 
most drastic step of all. This step is seldom needed and 
must be used only as a final resort.
